The following constitutes the reasons for this bill and the purposes which are sought to be
accomplished thereby:

Currently,a member of the Nebraska National Guard is allowed to receive a tuition credit of 75% of
resident tuition charges for a period of 10 years from the date of the member’sinitial membershipso
long as the member complieswith certainrequirements.

LB 746 providesthat if a member is unable to complete his or her course of study within the ten-year
period due to deploymentof not less than 180 days on federal or state active-dutystatus, the Adjutant
General may extend the entitlementperiod equal to the period of the person’sactive-dutystatus, not to
exceed a maximumof five years.
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
